(as heweeneth) that the ſaid Religion is againſt the Catholike principles 
of the Catechiſme , that hath beene agreed vpon euer ſince the dayes of the 
Apoſtles, by al Churches: which principles be fowre. The Apoſtles Creede : 
the tenne Commandements : the Lordes prayer: the inſtitution of two Sacra. 


ments, Baptiſme and the Lordes ſupper. 1. Cor. 11. verſ. 2 3. 


Hp once determined to haue wholy omitted this goodly 
£8 poſt-ſcripe, becauſe it containeth (in manner) nothing elſe, but 
58 n irkeſome repetition of that, which hath beene wil not 
VE) ect ay cwiſe before, but more then twenty times) handled ouer 
A andouer, in this former ſmall treatiſe: notwithſtanding , con- 
ſidering both howe ready many are, hen they ſee any thing omitted, to 
ſay that it could not be anſwered; and alſo for that theſe pointes here re- 
iterated , are the moſt odious that he could cull out of all the reſt to vrge a- 
- gainſt vs : I finally reſolued to giue thema ſhort anſwere; And further, 
alſo by prouing their newe religion, to be very oppoſite vnto thoſe old 
groundes of the true religion, to requite hum with the like, that I die not 
an his debt. Thus he beginneth. 

The Reman religion eſtabliſbed by the Councell of Trent, i in the princi- 
pall pointes — Zainſt the very groundes of the Catec biſme : the 
Creede : the tenne Commandements : the Lordes prayer: the two Sacra- 
ments . 

* Hs Catholike — embraced and defended by che Church of 

Rome , was planted and eſtabliſhed there by the Apoſtles S. Peter and 

S. Paul, fifteenc hundreth yeares before the Councell of Trent, and hath 

beene euer ſichence, by the Biſhops of Ne their law full ſuccellors, con- 
ſtantly reteined, and molt ſincerely obſerued and maintayned: ſame ar- 

ticles thereof, called into queſtion by che Heretikes ofthis latter age, were 

| in that moſt learned genera!l Councell of Trent, declared and defined . 
And great meruaile it were, ifcheprincipall pointes thereof, ſhould be a- 

| + gainſtche groundesof the Catechiſme , which is in euery pointmolt ſub. 
Nanially expounded, by the decree and order of rhe —_— Coun- 


cell. Or is ic credible, that the Church of Neue (with wluch all other 
Aa ). anciem 
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ancient Churches and holy Fathers, did deſire toagreez and which hath 
becne cuermoſt diligent to obſerue all Apoſtolicall traditions) ſhould in 
the principall points of faith, croſſe and deſtroy the very principles of 
that religion, that hath beene agreed vpon by all Churches euer ſince 
che Apoltles daies, as he faith ? Is it not much more likely and probable, 
that the Prote Hanteg, who ſlaunder all Churches, euer ſince fle tune of 
che Apoſtles, with ſome kind of corruption or other, and who hold no 
kind of Apoſtolicall traditionto be neceſlary : is it not (1 ſay) more cre- 
dible, that they ſhould ſhake thoſe groundes of faith, which come by 
tradition from the Apoſtles, and haue beene euer fince by all Churches 
agreed ypon ? I ſuppoſe that fewe men of any indifferent judgement, 
canthinke the contrarie. But let vs deſcend to the particulers, wherein 
the truth will appeare more plainely. T hus beginnerch Maſter P za RINA 
with the — ä 

Firſt of all it muſf be conſidered , that ſome of the principall dollrines be- 
lecucd in the Church of Rome, are i that the Biſhoppe of Rome s the Vicar 
of Chrift , and head of the Catholike Church: that there its 4 fire of Purga- 
tory : that Images of God and Saintes , are to be placed in the Charch , and 
worſhipped : that prayer is to be made to Saintes departed : that there is 4 
propitiatory ſacrifice daylie offered in the Maſſe, for the ſinnes of the quicks 
and the dead. Theſe pointes- are of that moment, that without them the 
Roman religion canner ſtand , &c. And yet marke the Apoitles Creede, 
Which batb beene thoug le to contayne all neceſſary pointes of religion to be be- 
leeued , and bath therefore beene called the key and rule of faith: Thi 
Creede ( lay ) hath not any of theſe pointes , wor the ca poſutions made there- 
of by the ancient Fathers; nor any other Creede or confeſsion of faith made 
by any Councell or Church, for the ſpace of many bundreth cares. This is 6 
plaine proofe to any indifferent man , that theſe be newe articles of faith , ne- 


wer knowne in the Apottolike Church and that the Fathers and Councels could + 


not finde any ſuch articles of faith in the bookes of the old and newe Teſts. 
ment. [Anſwere is made. that all theſe points of doftrine are belecued vndey 
the article, (I belecye the Catholike Church: ) the meaning whereof they 
will haue to be this. I beleene all- thinges which the Catholike Church hol- 
deth and tac heth to be belceued. If this be ac they ſay , we muit belreve in 
#be Church : that is, put our conſidence in the Chinch , for the manifeſtation 
and the certainety of all dottrine neceſſary to ſaluation . And thus the eter- 
rall truth of God the creatour , ſhall depend vpon the determination of the 
creature z And the written word of God in this reipe(t is made inſufficient , 
as though it bad nat plainely reuealed all points of dottrine pertaining to ſalua- 
nen. Jndihe align Clucbes laut beene farre auer ſecue, that did not pro- 
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3 
pernd the former pointes to be beleened as articles of faith , but left them to 
theſe later times. Thus farre Maſter Pzxx1Ns : Wherein are hudled 
vp many thinges confuſedly : I will anſwere briefly and diſtinctlie to 
eucry point. 

Ihe firſt is, that in the Apoſtles Creede are contained all pointes of reli- 
gion neceſſary to be belteued, which is moſt apparantly falſe, as the Pro- 
teſtantes themſelues mult needes confeſle or elſe pau that it 15 not 
neceſſary to beleeue the King to be Supreame-head of the Church: or 
that the Church is to be gouerned by Biſhops : or that vve are juſti- 
fied by Chriſtes juſtice imputed to vs: or that there be but two Sacra 
mentes : or that the Church ſeruice muſt be ſaid in the vulgar tongue: 
or that all chinges neceſlary to be beleeued to ſaluation, are contamed 
in the Scriptures. To be ſliort, not one article of their religion (which 
is contrary to ours) is contained in this Creede of the Apoltles : there- 
fore to affirme as de doth, all neceſſarie pointes of religion to be con- 
rained in this Creede, is to caſt their owne religion flat to the ground; 
and to teach, that not one point of it is to be belecued : this Creede ma 
neuertheleſſe be called the key and rule of faith , becauſe it containerh 
the principall pointes of the Chriſtian religion, and doth open (as it 
were) the doore vnto all the reſt, and guide a man certainely vnto the 
knowledge of them, by teaching vs to belecue the Catbolike Church, l. Thy. 2: 
whach being the piller and ground of truth , directed and guided by the ſpirit verſ. 15. 
Foun wall alwaies inſtru her obedient children, in all truth neceſ- 1,4, 16. 
ary to ſaluation . ver/. 13. 

Then faith Maſter PEX KIN S: The eternal truth of God, the creatour ſhal 
depend on the determination 4 the creature 
Nothing leſſe: for Gods truth is moſt ſincere and certaine in it ſelſe, 
before ame declaration of the Church: but vv re creatures that 
are ſubject to miſtaking and errour , ſhould not ſo certaynelie vnder- 
ſtand and knowe that truth of God, vnleſſe he had ordained and ap- 
—— ſuch a ſkalfull and faithfull Miſtris and interpreter, to aſſure vs 
oth what is his word, and what is the true meaning of it. Like as pure 
— is not made perfect in it ſelfe by the Gold-(mithes touch · ſtone z 
ut other men are thereby aſſured, that it is true and pure gold: e- 
ven ſo the word of God doth not borrowe his truth from the Church; 
bur the true children of God are by the holie Church aſſured, which 
is the ſame his word . If we did hold (as we doe not) that the writ- 
ten vyord contayneth all pointes of doctrine neceſſarie to ſaluation: 
yet vvere it moſt neceſſarie to relic ypon the Catholike Churches de- 
elaration, both to be aſlured which bookes of Scriptures be Canonical, 
Aa ij. luck 
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which not; (whereupon S. Auguifine (a man of farre better judgemene 


Con. Epiſt. then any oftheſe daies) ſaid, that he would not belceue the Gofßell, vnle ſſe the 
Lud. cap. ꝗ. authority of the Church moue d bim thereunto:) as alſo to vnderſtand them tru- 


ly becauſethe wordes of holy Scripture, without the true meaning and 
ſence of them, doe but deceiue men and leade them into errour; and to 
that end haue alwaies beene, and yet are, by Heretikgs abuſed, to drawe 
others after them into deſtruction. 

The like may be ſaid of other ancient Creedes , and conft ſiont of faith, 
which holding the Apoſtles Creede, difadde ſome fewe pointes vnto it: 
namely, ſuch as were in thoſe daies called into — Heretikes of 

reater fame, and who were followed of many, not touching in particuler 

— other articles generally beleeued of all true Chriſtians, or elſe by 
ſome fevre and obſcure men only queſtioned. Wherefore to arguethat no 
other pointes of faith are to be belecued, but ſuch as areexpreſſed in an- 
cient Creedes, is to cut of a great part of our faith. 

Laſtly, it is moſt vntrue to ſay that thoſe ancient Fathers and Councels 
knewe not of theſe articles of faith by him mentioned : for they haue moſt 

lainely taught them intheur writinges yea, and expreſly condemned of 
— 1 moſt ofthe contrary poſirions, nowe againe reuiued and holden 
by the Proteffantesj as in thoſe ſeuerall queſtions I haue before proued. 

Touching beleeuing inthe Church , whuch he thruſteth in by the way, we 
vic not that phraſe, as the very Creede ſheweth) following therein S. Au- 
gufline with others, who hold, that to beleeue in a thing, is to malke it our 

creatour, by giuing our whole hart vnto it; in which ſence we beleeue not 
in Saintes, nor in the Church: albeit ſome other ancient Doctors, take the 
wordes to belecue in, not ſo preciſely, but ſay that me may beleeue in the 
Church & in Saintes: that is, belecue certainely thatthe Catholike Church 
is the only true comgany of Chriſtians z and that to the lawfull gouer- 

nours thereof, it appertaineth to declare both which bookes be Canoni- 
call, and what is the true meaning of all doubtfull places in them: ſo we 
beleeue the Saintes in heauen to heare our prayers, to be carefull to pra 
for vs, & to be able to obtaine by intreaty — at Gods handes, in whoſe 
high fauour they live. Thus much in anſwere vnto that wIuch M. PER. 
objecteth in generall, nowe to that he ſaith in particuler. 

He chargeth vs firſt, with the breach of the third article. Conceiued by the 
boly Gholt : hich (ſaith he) is auerturned by the tranſulſtantiation of bread 
and wine in the Maſle , into the body and bloud of Chrift : for here we are taught 
to confeſſe the true and perpetuall incarnation of Chritt, beginning in bis conctp- 
tien, and neuer ending afterward. 

Anſv. Hexe is a ſtrange expoſition of the Creede. Is Clu iſtes incar- 


nation 
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nation perpetuall, and not yet ended then it is true to ſay, that Chriſtis 
not yet incarnate; as we may ſay truly, that a man is not borne, vntill his 
birth be accompliſhed and ended. But to the preſent purpoſe : becauſe 
Chriſtes incarnation beganne at his conception, cannot bread be turned 
afterward into his body? how hangeth this together? Belike he meanes 
that Chbriftes body was but once conceiued, and that was by the holy Ghoſt in hu 
mothers wombe : therefore it cannotafrerward be made of any other thing. 
This to be his meaning, he declares inthe queſtion of the Sacrament; but 
it is too too ſumple — childiſh. For we hold him not to be ſo conceiued 
by bread, as he was by the holy Ghoſt, who was the efficient cauſe of his 
conception: but that the ſame body that was cõceiued by the holy Ghoſt, 
is — really preſent mthe Sacrament, by tranſubſtantiation —— in- 
to it. which hath no oppoſition at al with this article, as I haue more large- 
ly proued in the forefud queſtion. And whereas he ſaith further, cleane 
befides the purpoſe of thus article,that Chriftes body hath the eſſentiall proper- 
ties of a —— ſtanding of fleſh and bone: we grant the ſame; but when he 
adderh that lac al circumſcription cannot be ſenered fram a body, he is deceiued: 
for the greateſt body ofall others, (which is the higheſt heauen) is not cir. 
cumſcribed by any place; becauſe there is no other body without it, 
whoſe extreamities might compaſſe in, and circumſcribe that body ofthe 
higheſt heauen. And when he ſaich, that tobe circumſcribed in place, is an 
** pro — euery quantity; and that quantity is the common eſſence of 
every body: he es himſelfe buta common mocking-ſ{tocke vnto cuery 
funple Logitian, who knoweth that no accident (ſuchas euery quantity is) 
de ofthe eſſence and nature of a ſubſtence , ſuch as Chriſtes body is. 
Neither would any man ſay , (that cared what he ſaid) that to be circum- 
ſcribed in a place is eſſentiall to euery quantity, when all numbers that be 
quantities, — no relation vnto any place: neither is it of the eſſence of 
any quantity to be actually circumſcribed by a place; but it is a property 
flowing out ofthe eſſence of one only kinde of quantity, to be apt, and fit to 
be circumſcribed and compaſſed about with a place. And naturally all bo- 
dies (except the higheſt heauen) haue one > ws outof which they paſle 
(as S. Auguitine ſaid ) when they come into another: but by the omnipo- 
tent power of God, any body may be ſeparated from his place, or be in as 
many places at once, as itſhal pleaſe God to ſeate itz becauſe to be circum- 
ſcribed witha place actually, is ameere accident vnto a ſubſtantiall body, 
and without the nature of quantity; and God may not without blaſphe- 
mie be diſabled to ſeperate a ſubſtance from an accident. By this is con- 
tured alſo his ſecondinſtance : Chriſt is aſcended into heauen, and ſitteth at the 
right hand of God the Father, therefore his bedy is not really and locally in the Sa- 
Aa iij. cram ent, 
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crament. This followeth not, becauſe it is in both places at once, as 8. Chris 


lib. ſoſtome in expreſſe tearmes teacheth. O miracle! O goodneſſe of God Ihe tha 
&- ſutteth al oue with bis Fat her, at the very ſame inſtant is touched with the handei 
A 


of all men , and giueth himſelfe to them that eceiue and embrace bim Seg 
moreofthis inthe queſtion of the bleſſed Sacrament, where M.P rx x10 
citeth the very ſame authorities, which he here repeteth: ſee my anſwere 
to them there. 


* Thirdly, he reaſoneth thus: Inthat we belecue the Catholike Church, it 


followeth that it is inuiſible, becauſe thinges ſcene, are not beleeued. 

We anſwere: that the perſons in the Catholike Church are and euer 
were viſible, cucnto Iewes and Heathens who perſecuted them; but tho 
inward indowmentes of thoſe perſons: that is, their faith, hope, and cha- 
riticz their aſſiſtance by Gods {pirit, and ſuch like Chriſtian qualities, are 
inuifible and to be beleeued . And euen as a man is truly ſaid to be viſt 
ble, though he conſiſt aſwell of an inuiſible ſoule, as of a viſible body: 
ſo the Church is viſible, for the viſible perſons , viſible teaching and 
adminiſtring of Sacraments in it; albcit the inward qualities of hacia 
viſible, 

His laſt objection againſt vs out of the Creede, is: That the articles of 
remiſſion of ſinnes; reſurrettion of the body and life exerlaſting , containe a con- 
feſtion of ſpeciall faith . For the meaning of them is thus much : I beleeue the 
remiſſion of mine one ſinnes, and the rejurrettion of mine one body to life euer- 
laiting . 

A * That is not the meaning, vnleſſe you adde ſome conditions: 
to wit, I beleeue the remiſlion of my ſiunes, if I haue duly vſed the meanes 
ordained by our Sauiour for the remiſſion of them which is after Bap- 
tiſme, the Sacrament of Penance. Item, Iheleeue I ſhal haue life exerlaſting, 
it I keepe (as Chriſt willed the yong-manto keepe) Gods commande- 
ments, or (at the leaſt) if I doe die withtrue repentance. Nowe whether l 
haue done or ſhall doe theſe thinges required of me, I am not ſo well aſſu- 
red, as that I can beleeue it: for I may be deceiuedtherein; but I haue or 
may haue a very good hope, by the grace of God to performe them. Nei- 
ther is there any more to be — out of S. Auguitine , as ſome of the 
wordes by lumſelfe here alleaged doe conuince. For he requireth beſides 
faith, that we turne = our ſinnes, conforme our will to Gods will, and abidein 
the laype ofthe Catholike Church; and ſo at length we ſhall be healed. See the 
queſtion of certainety of ſaluation. Note alſo by the way, the vncertaine- 


Pap. 270, tie of M. PER. doctrine, concerning this point: for he holdeth that it is 
& 275. mt neceſiary to haue 4 certaine perſwaſum of our owne ſaluation, but that it is 


ſufficient to bane 4deſire to haue ut ; aud that doctrine he putteth there (as he 
faith 
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faith himſelfe) to expound the Catechiſines , that propound fut h at ſo high a 
reach, as fewe can attaine vnto: yet here and elſe where, the good man for. 
getting hunſelfe, chargeth vs to croſſe the Creede, becauſe we doe not 
wrelt faith vp to ſo higha ſtraine; and ſo in heate of quarelling, oſten 
expoundeth this contrary to his one rule. Nowe for proote of S. Au- 
guſtines opinion herein (home he only citeth) taketheſe to ſentences 
for the two points he ſpeaketh of. For the fuſt, that we be certaine by 


ordinary faith of our ſaluation, let this ſerue. Of Hie exerlafting , which God De bono 
(that cannot lie) hath promiſed to bis children, no man c an be ſecure (and our perſeuer. 
of danger) before bis life be ended, which is a tentation vpon earth. Secondly, cap. 22. 
that a man once truly juſtified may after ward fall: Wemuſt beleeue ({aiththis De correll. 
holie Father) that certaine of the children of perdition doe line in faith, that wor- & rat. 
keth by charity, and ſo doe for atime line faithfully and juſtly (they were then cop. 13. 


truly juſtified) and yet afterward doe fall, and that finally; becauſe he cal- 
leth then the children of perdition. Thus much in auſwere vnto that, 
which Maſter PHI Ns objecteth againſt our religion out of the Creede, 
which (as you haue ſcene) conſiſteth wholy vpon his owne forced expo- 
fition, and vaine illations. 

Hence he — to the tenne Commandements. But before I 


followe him thither, I may not omitte here to declare howe the Proteſtant 


Doctors doe fouly mangle, and in manner ouer - turne the greateſt part of 
the Creede. Obſerue firſt, that according to their common dottrine, 
it is not neceſſary to beleeue this Creede at all, becauſe it is no part of the 


written word: ſecondly , that Calun doubteth whether it were made by C. l. lib. 3. 
the Apoſtles or no; being then no part of the written word, not made by Inſtit. cap. 
the Apoſtles, ir muſt by their doctrine be wholy rejected. Nowe tothe 15.ſeſſ.1$ 


particulers. 
1. Concerning the firſt article, Ibeleeue in God the Father almighty , maker 
of beaxen and earth, they doe erremany waies. Firſt, they doe deſtroy the 


moſt ſunple vnitie of the God-head, by teaching the dinine eſſence tobe Confeſſ þ- 
really diſtinguiſhed into three perſons. If the diuine nature be really diſtin- de; gener, 


guiſhed into three, there muſt needes be three diuine eſſences or natures : 


e, three Gods. Caluin alſo ſaith, that the Sonne of God bath a diſtintt ſub- 7, int; 


ſtance from bus Fatber. Melancthon, that there be af well three diuine natures, 
4 three perſons , in locis de Chriſto, 

Secondly , they ouerthrowe the Father in the God-head, by denying 
the Sonne of God to haue receiued the diuine nature from lus Father: as 


| Caluin, Bes, and Whitakers doe. See the Preface. 


Thirdly , howe is God almightie, if he cannot doe all thinges that 
haue no marufelt repugnance in them ? But he cannot aſter the ppinion 
ot 
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ofdiuers of them, makea body to be without locall cireumſcription, ores 
be in two places at once; wluch notwithſtanding ſome others of them 
In collog. hold to be poſſible, as 4 winglius, Oecolampadius, Andreas Volanus, &c. 
Marpuy. Fourthly, though we belecue God to be maker of heauen and earth; 
#15. 29. yet neuer none but blaſphemous Heretikes , held hun to be true authout 
£4. 1. cont. and proper worker of al euil done vpon earth by men. Such neuertheleſſe 
Scargum, be Bucer , Zwinglins , Caluin, and others of greateſt eſtimation among the 
cap. 14. Proteflantes. See the Preface. 
2. And in Ixs vs Chritt bis only Sonne our Lord. They muſt needes hold 
Chriſt not to be Gods true naturall Sonne, which demie him to haue recei. 
ued the diuine nature fromthe Father: againe, they make him according 
to his God head, inferiour to his Father. See the Preface. 
3. Borte oftbe Virgin Max x. Many of them teach, that Chriſt was borne 
Dialog. de as other chuldren are, with breachof his Mothers virginity , as Bucer, and 
corpore Molmens in vnione Euangelij part. 3. and Caluin ſigni eth no leſſe in bam. 
Cbriſti. ſup. 2. Math. ver/. 1 5 f 
pag. 9 4 St Fered vnder Pontius Pilate, crucified , dead, and baried . Friar Luther 
be confil . (witha great band of his followers) doth toughly defend, thatthe God- 
part. 2. beadit eiſe ſuffered; hich tobe blaſphemy, AMuſculus doth proue in his 
198 Chriſt to haue beene our mediatour, according to his diuine nature, can 
hardly ſaue themſelues from the ſame blaſphemy. For the chiefeſt aft of 
Chriſtes mediation, conſiſteth in his death: if then the God- head did not 
ſuffer that death, it had no part in the principal point of Chriſts mediatis, 
Hither alſo appertaine all theſe their blaſphemies, to wit: thut Cbriſt ws 
ſofrigbted with the apprehenſion of death , that he ſorgotte hiuiſ elfe to be our me- 
aiatour; ea refuſed (as much as in him lay) to he our redeemer: Item, that be 
thong bi bimſelfe forſaken of God, and finally def haired. See the Preface. 
5- Deſcendedinto hel. the third day be aroſe —— the dead. It is wortha 
mans labour, to behold their goodly variety of expoſitions about Chriſts 
2. Apoleg. deſcending into hell: Bezs followed of Corliel our Country- man, thinkes 
al Sartt. thus tobauc crept into the Creedeby negligence; and ſo the French Hugonots,and 
Flemiſh Gues haue caſt it cleane out of their Creede: butthey are miſliked 
ot many others, who had rather admit the wordes, becauſethey be found 
in Athanaſius Creede, and alſo in the old Roman Creede expounded by 
Reffinus : but they doe moſt peruerſſy expound them. Calum ſaith, that 
Chriſtes ſuffering ofthe paines of hell on the Croſſe, is ſignified by theſe 
wordes: but he pleaſeth not ſome others of them; becauſe Chriſtes (uffe. 
ring and death alſo, gocth before us deſcending into hel, and the wordes 
anult betakenorderly as they lie. Thirdly , diuers of them will 2 
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booke of the errours of Luthers Schollers: yet Bezs with all them that hold 
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ſigniſie, the laying of Chriſtes body in the graue; but that is ſignified 
plainely by the word, buried. Wherefore ſome others of themexpound 
it to ſignifie, the lying of his body inthe grauethree daies, which M. PER. 

proueth as the beſt; but it is as wide from the proper and literall ſignt- 
— ofthe wordes, as can be. For what likeneſſe is there berweene ly- 
ing in the graue, and deſcending into hell? Beſides, Caluin their great Rab- 
bin miſlikethi thus expoſition, as much as any of the reſt, and calleth it an Lib. 2. In. 
jlle fancy. — Luther, Smideline, = others cited by Bea, art. 2. ſtit.ca 16. 
doe ſay , that Chriſtes ſoule after his death went to hell, where the Diuels ſelſ. 8. 
are, there to be puniſhed for our ſinnes, thereby to purchaſe vs a fuller re- 
demption z which is ſo blaſphemous that it needes not any refutation. 
As ridiculous is another, receiued ofmolt Proteſtantesʒ that Chriſtes ſoule 
went into Paradiſe , which well vnderſtood is true. For his ſoule in hell, 
had the joy es of Paradiſe; but to make that an expoſition of Chriſtes deſ- 
cending into hell, is to expound a thing by the flat contrary ofit. Al theſe 
and ſome other expoſitions alſo, the Proteſtants haue deuiſed, to lead their 
followers from the ancient, and only true interpretation of it: to wit, that 
Chriſt in ſoule deſcended vnto thoſe lower partes of the earth, Where all 
the ſoules departed from the beginning of the world, were detained by 
the juſt judgement of God, till Chriſt had paide their ranſome; and were 
not admitted into the kingdome of heauen, before Chriſt had opened 
them the way thither. 
6. Concerning Chriftes reſurreftion , they doe alſo erre. For whereas a 
refurrection istheriſing vpof the very ſame body that died, with all his 
naturall partes: they demie Chriſt to haue taken againe the ſamebloud, Cal. in 25. 
which he ſhed in his paſſion; and yet is the bloud one notable part of the Math. 
body . Calwn alſo affirmeth it to be an old wifes dreame, to thinłce that in Perkins 
Chriſtes handes and feete thereremaine the print of nailes, and the wound pag.194- 
in his fide, notwithſtanding that Chriſt ſhewed them to his Diſciples, and In cap.24. 
offered them to be touched of S. Thomas. Luce. 
7. About Chriſtes aſſenſion into heauen, they doe ſomewhat diſſent from 
the truth. For ſome ofthem ſay, that Chriſts body did not pearcethrough 
the heauens by vertue of a glorious body ( leaſt they ſhould — 
compelled to graunt, that two naturall bodies may be together in one 
= , andthereforeas well one true body intwo places at once) but that 

road gappes were made inthe lower heauens, to małe him way to the 
higheſt, which is very ndiculous,and more againſt true Philoſophy : they 
ſay alſo, that he was not the firſt man that entered into the poſſeſſion of 1. Cor. 15. 
heauen, which is flat againſt the Scriptures, that call Chriſt the ſirſt fi uites verſ. 21. 
aud firſt begotten of the dead. I lurdly, they locke Chriſt ſo cloſely vp in Call. i,. 18.

one as there is butone Catholilę Church, as the Councell of Nice expreſly defi 
neth, following ſundry textes ofthe word of God] they commonly teach 
that there be two Churches: one inuiſible of the ele z another viſible of 
boly both good and bad. Secondly, they imagine itto be holy. by the imputati- 
onof Chriſtes holineſſe to the elected Bretheren, and — the infuſion 
of the holy Ghoſt into the hartes of all the faithfull. Thirdly, they cannot 
Catholike abide the name Cholikę in the true ſeace of it: that is, they wil not beleene 
the true Church ito haue beene alwaies viſibly extant ſince the Apoſtles 
time, and to haue bin generally ſpread into all Countries; otherwiſe they 
muſt needes forſaketheir one Church, which began with Friar Lutber, 
and is not receiued generally inthe greateſt — Chriſtian world. 
Finally, they beleeue no Church, no not their owne in all points of faith: 
but hold that the true Church may erre in ſome principall points of faith. 
Howe then can any man ſafely — his ſaluation, vpon the credite of ſuch 
an vncertaine ground & erring guide? may they not then as well ſay that 
they doe not beleeue the one Catbolike Church: becauſe they doe as well 
not beleeue it, as beleeue it? And as for the communion of Saints their learned 
maſters doe conunonly caſſier ĩitoutof the Creede, and that not without 
cauſe, For by the Saints vnderſtanding(as the Apoſtles did)al good Chri- 
ſtians, 
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ſtians whither aliue or departed this world, they that deny praier to Saints, 
and for the ſonles in Purgatory haue reaſon to reject the common ſociety & 
entercourſe that is berweene the Saints, and the mutuall honour and help, 
which ſuch good Chriſtian ſoules doe yeeld and afford one to another. 
10. The forgiueneſſe of ſiunes. It is not eaſily to find what is their ſetled opi- 
mon, touching the forgiuenes of originall {inne in Infants. Some attribute 
it to Baptiſmeʒbut that cannot ſtand with their common doctrine, that Sa- 
cramenti haue no vertue in tbem to remit ſunnes, or to giue grace. Others ſay, that 
God without any meanes doththen, hen they be baptiſed, of humſelfe 
immediately ;uſlific them; but that cannot ſtand in their owne doctrine, 
becauſe Infants want the inſtrumẽt of faithto lay hold onthat juſtice then 
offered by God, and therefore cannot being ſo yonge, take it vnto them. 
Others will haue Infants ſanctified in their mothers wombe, by vertue of 
a couenant, which they ſuppoſe God to haue made with old father Abra- 
lam, and all his faithfull ſeruants, that ( forſooth) their ſeede (hall be holy z 
But this is moſt phancaſtical, and concrary tothe Scriptures and daily ex- 
perience: for Iſaac was the ſonne of promiſe, and yet Eſa his ſonne was a 


reprobate; Daxides father was a Godly Iſraehte , and yer Daxidaffirmerh, Tſal. 50. 


that he himſelfe wat concciued in iniquitieszand we may ſee whole Countries 
nowe turned Turkes,whoſe anceſtors were good Chriſtians : therefore not 
all the ſoules of the faithfull, are ſanctified in their mothers wombes. Se- 
condly, how cuil ſoeuer they agree about the renuſſion of ſume; yet there 
is a perfect conſent among them, that ſuch relikes of originall ſinne re- 
maine in euery man ba 80 and ſanctiſied, that it infectetꝶ all and eu 
worke he doth, with deadly ſinne: yea that which remaineth is properly 
inne in it ſhe though it be not imputed to the party; ſo that ſinne is al- 
waies in them, though their ſinnes be neuer ſo well forgiuen. And as for 
the Sacrament of Penance, by which we hold al ſinnes commirted after Bap- 
tiſme to be ſorgiuen; they docrenounce the benefit of it, and are at vtter 
defiance withit. 
11. The reſurrettion of the bodies. Whether Farel the fuſt Apoſtle ofthe Ge- 
neuian Gofpel doubted thereof or no, let his ſucceſſor Caluin tell you, who 


anſwererh Farels letter thus. That the reſurrection of this our fleſh doch ſeeme Epiſto. ad 
to thee incredible, no meruaile, &c. Againe, many of them teach that Chriſt E ella. 


tooke not his l loud gane, which he ſhed vpon t he croſſe yea, ſome of them are 


ſo graceleſſe, as to ſay; that his pretious bloud where with we were redeemed, nis Con- 
rotted away on the eatth. 1 600. yeares agoe. If then it be not — to dum, Ii. 
atrue reſurrection, to riſe againe with the ſame blend; why 15 it neceſſary 1. t. 20. 


to riſe againe with the ſame bones aud fleſh, the one being as perfect a part 


of amans body as the other?

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12. Lifeenerlaſting . Firſt, Captaine Caluin holdeth it for very certaine 

that no — 420 — into —— of heauen (wherein conſiſteth li 
. Inſtits. exerlafting) vntill the day of doome . Theſe be his wordes : the ſoules of 
25-ſeſſ.6. the Godly bawing ended the labour of thus war fare. doe goe into a bleſſed reſt, where 
they expeF? the enjoying of the promiſed glory: And that all thinges are holden in 
ſufþence vntill Chriſt the redeemer appeare; whole opinion is yet better then 
was his predeceſſor Luthers. For he teacheth in many places, that the 
Fnarra.in ſoules of the Godly departing from their bodies, haue no ſence at all , but doe lie faſt 
Gen.c.26. 4 ſleepe vntill the latter day: Take this one for a taſt. Another place to proue, 
In Eccleſs. that the dead feele, or vnderſtand nothing: Wherefore Salomon thong ht the dead 
c. 9. v. io. to be wholy a ſleepe, and to perceiue nothing at all. And againe, the ſleepe of the 
ſoule inthe life to come, is more profound then in this life. And Luther with this 
Li.g. biſt. one poſition of his (as that famous hiſtoriographer John Sleidanrecorderh) 
ouerthrewe two points of Popery: to wit, praying to Saintesʒ for they are ſo 
faſt a ſleepe, that they cannot heare vs: and praying for the dead; For they 
in Purgatory — al ſo ſou 121. that they felt no paines. A mecte foun- 
In 20. Luc dation ſurely to build ſuch falſe doctrine vpon. But Hrentius is molt plaine 
bun. 35. in this matter, whoingeniouſly confeſſethʒ that, albeit there were not many 
among them, that did profeſſe publikely the ſoules to die with the body ʒ yet the 


moſt vncleane life, which the greateſt part of their followers did lead, doth clearely |} . 


ſhewe , that in their hartes they thinks no life to be after this: yea, that many ſuch 
ſpeeches doe ſomerimes proceede from them. Finally, it is a groſſe errour of 


theirs, tothinke that euery meane Godly man, ſhall be then made equal! 


In 1. cap. in glory with the Apoſtles , which Latherteacherh z whereas cleane con- 
petri 1. trary S. Paul declareth, that a: one ſtarre differeth from another in glory :ſo al- 
1. Cor. 15. ſ0 ſhallbe the reſurrettion ofthe dead. 

verſ. 42. Tomitheremany other particularities, that I benotouer tedious : For 
theſe their bickeringes againſt the very principles of our Chriſtian faith, 
not leauing —4 one article of our Creede vn{kirmiſhed with all) will 
erue any indifferent man for a warning, to beware of their prophane do- 
ctrine, that leadeth the high way to Infidelity, They vſe to crie out much 
againſt the Antichriſtof Kome , for corrupting the purity of the Goſpell, 
as the wicked Elders did againſttheadultery of Suſanna: but the juditious 
Chriſtian may eaſily eſpie, them themſelues to be the true fore. xunners 
of Artichriſt in deed, by their ſo generall hacking and hewing at euery 
point ofthe ancient Chriſtian faith. Thus much concerning the Creede: 

nove let vs paſſe to the Commandements. 
Fir (faith Maſter PERKIN S) it ij a rule inexpounding the ſenerall Com- 
mandements , that all vertues of the ſame kindare reduced tothat Commandement : 
Hence it full owetb tbat counſels of perfettion are in / gynedin the lawe , and there- 


fore 
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fore preſcribe no ſtate of perſettion beyond the ſcope of the lame. 

Anſw. None of the cqunſels of perfection are enjoyned inthetenne 
Commandements,though for ſome affinity, they may be reduced to ſome 
of them. For example: It is commanded that I hall not ſteale, that is: to 
take any of my neighbours goodes againſt his will; but to giue away all 
my owne to the poore, is beyond the compaſle of the lawe: ſo like wiſe it 
is commanded not to commit adultery; but we are not commanded to 
yowe perpetuall chaſtity and obedience. Such offices only that are ne- 
cellrihy required to the performance of any commandement, are com- 
— with inthe ſame, but no others; though ſome men take occa- 

on ofthe commandement, to treate of the counſels of perfection. 

Sec endly (ſaith M. PE R.) the Commandement, thou ſhalt not makg to thy ſelfe 
any grauen Image , &c. hath two ſeuerall partes: the 70 forbiddeth the making 
of Images: the ſecond the adoration of them. He concludeth out of Deutro- 
nomy , that the Images of the true Iehoua are forbidden inthe Commandement, 
and conſequently the adoration of ſuch Images. Hence he will haue it to fol- 
lowe , that to worſhip Godin or at Images with religious worſhip » is abominable 
Idolatrie . 

Anſw. Firſt if the Images of God only be there prohibited, and then wor- 
ſhip done to themaccording to his one expoſition, then it followethmoſt 
clearely, that there is no prohibition for either making or worſhipping 
the Images of any Saints; and therefore with a very euill conſcience dot 
he wreſt the commandement againſt them. Secondly I ſay, though God 
had forbidden vs to worſhippe Images, yet doth it not followe thereof, 
that we muſt not worſhip God in, or at Images. For as God is euery whereʒ 
ſo may he be worſhipped in all places, — as well at or before an Image 
as rs 0 Church, and before the communion table. Thirdly , wemake 
no Images to expreſſe the nature of God, whichis a ſpirit, and cannot be 
repreſented by — and colours, but only alowe of ſome ſuch pictures, 
as ſet out ſome apparitions of God, recorded in the Bible; not doubting 
but that ſuch — of God, may aſwell be expreſſed in colours to our 
cies, as they are by wordes to our eares and vnderſtanding. Laſtly,touch- 
ing religious worſhip to be done to Saintes or pictures, the Heretikes ca- 
uilling conſiſteth principally in the diuers taking of the word religious. 


For it is ambiguous, & principally ſigiufieth the worſhip only due to God, Analogon, 


in which ſence to giue it to any creature were Idolatry : but it is alſo with 
the beſt authors taken ſome other time, to ſignifie a — due to crea- 
tures, for ſome ſupernaturall vertue or quality in them; and inthis ſence 
to tearme it deteſtable Idolatry , is either deteſtable malice, or damnable 
ignorance, And whereas (he faith) that commonreaſonteacherh, that

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they whoadore Godin iy doe bind God and his hearing of vs , 40 


certainethinges and places: I Gay the contrary,that God may be worſſup- 

d inall places; but we rather chooſe to — him in Churches and 
— Images then in other places, becauſe the ſight of ſuch holy thinges, 
doe breed more reuerence and deuotion in vs, ores keepe our mindes 
from wandering vpon vaine matters. If we tau ght that God could be wor. 
ſhipped no where elſe. or by no other meanes, then he had not lied ſo loud- 
ly . But let vs heare the end of his diſcourſe: thus — — . They that 
—_ they knowe not what, worſhip an Idol. This expoſition is falſe, vn. 

e they worſhip it with diuine honour. But goe on: the Papiſts worſkip 
they knowe not what . I prone it e has: to the conſecration of the Hoſt , there 
required the intention of the Prieſt: but they cannot haue any certainety of the 
Prieſtes intention, wherefore they are not certaine whether it be bread , or the 
body of Cbriit. ergo, worſhipping ofit, they worſhip they knowe not what . 

Anſw. Firſt, here is leaping from the Commandements to the Sacra- 
ments, which is out oforder: ſecondly, I returne his argument vpon him 
ſelfe. Totheir ſeruice and in the adminiſtration of the Cordes ſupper, the 
Mmiſters intention is required: for if he intend to ſerue the Diuell, and by 
giuing them the communion to bind them the faſterto himzthen doe they 
(in ſaying Amen to his praiers, & receiuingthe communion at his handes) 
* with hin in the Diuels ſeruice. Nowe they laue no more — 
of their Miniſter; meaning, then we haue of our Prieſts inrention: yea muc 
leſſe of many ofthem, who are mad. merry fellowes, and care not greatly 
hereabout they goe, nor what they intend: muſt they therefore flie from 
their diuine ſeruice and holy communion, becauſe they be not certaine of 
their Miniſters intention therein? Surely they ſhould , if his reaſon were 
ought worth. But in ſuch caſes we mult perſwade our ſelues that Gods 
Ainiſters doe their dutie, vnleſſe we ſee great cauſe to the comrary z and 
thereupon are we bold to doe our dutie tothe bleſſed Sacrament: If he 
ſhould faile in his, yet our intention being pure to adore Chriſtes holy bo- 
dy only, and nothing elſe there, we ſhould formally be the true worſhip- 
pers of Chriſt, though materially we were miſtaken in that Hoſt z which 
to tearme Idolatry, is to ſtile our Sauiour Ixs vs Chriſt an Idoll, and there 
fore blaſphemy inthe higheſt degree. 

His third objection is out ofthe fourth Commandement, which (as he 
ſaith) giueth « liberty to works ſix daies in the ordinary affairel of our calling. 
which liberty (ſaith he) cannot be repealed by any creature: the Church of Rome 
therefore erreth , in that it preſcribeth other ſet and ordinary feſtinall daies , tobe 
#bſerued as ſtraightly, and with as muchſolemnity as the Sabbaoth » fthe Lord, 

Anſw. Doth not the Church of Fngland alſo preſcribe the Natiuity of 


our 
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our Saujour, and of S. hu Raptiſt, the feaſtes ofthe Apoſtles, and many o- 
thers to be kept holy, and command that no man worke inthe affuires of 
their calling thoſe daies? doth their oe Church alſo erre therein? How 

ſay you then to the Churchofthe [/raclity, which kept the feaſtes of Ea- 

ſter, Whitſontide, and of the Tabernacles, as —— and with as much ſo- 

lemmty, as they kept the Lordes Sabbaoth:was it alſo miſ- ledto the breach 

of Gods Commandements ? or muſt we not rather thereby learne, that ſix 

daies inthe weeke, were at the firſt left vs free to labour in; but yet ſo, that 
by the decree and commandement of our ſpirituall Gouernours, any of 
them might ( vpon juſt occaſion) be made feſtiuall, and thereupon euery 

good Chriſtian bound to keepe them, by their obedience vnto their Go- 

uernours ? to thinke the contrary is a hi oh point of Puritaniſme. 

Fourthly (ſaith M. PER.) the fiſt Commandement enjoyneth children to obey 
aher and mot her in all thinges , ſpec ially in matters of moment ,, at in their Mar- 
riages and choiceof their calling, and that euen to death: and yet the Church of 
Rome againſt the intent of this Commandement , alloweth that clandeſtine Mar- 
riages and the vowe of religion ſhall be in force, thoughtbey be without and againſt 
the conſent of wiſe and care full parents. 

An. Itis very falſe to ſay that children muſt obey their parents in al 
thinges : for if parents command them any thing either againſt Gods lawe 
or the Princes, they muſt not obey them therein. And touching clande- 
ſtine and priuie Marriages, they are of force aſwell in the Church of E ng - 
land, as inthe Church of Rome: yea more too. For by the Church of Rome 
alwaies they haue beene forbidden very ſeuerely; and ſince the Councell 
of Trent, are made void and of no force, where the Councell can be pub- 
liſhed. Concerning entring into religion, childrens vowes (during their 
minority) may beannullated and made of no force by their parents: mar- 
. when they come to riper daies, if their father ſtand not in neceſſity of 
their help, they may forſake him to followe Chriſt ina more perfect kind 


of life: as S. James & S. lobn forſolce their father Z ebedee, & followed Chriſt. Math. 4 
Fiſtly, The laſt Commandement (faith M. PAR.) forbiddeththe firſt motions verſ. 22. 


to finne , that are before conſent. He proueth it thus: Luſting with conſent is 


forbidden in the former Commandements : thou ſhalt not commit adultery, and thou 


ſhalt not ſteale: therefore if the laſt forbid no more,it is confounded with the former, 
Againe , the Philoſophers knew that luſt with conſent was euil, euen by the light of 
nature but Paul a learned Phariſce,knewe not luſt tobe ſinne, that is forbid inthe 


Commandement. Lu ſt therefore that is forbidden here, is without conſent . Wicked Fom. 7. 


then u the dottrine of Rome, that requireth our conſent to euery mort al ſinne. 
Anſw. Their doctrine is moſt reaſonable and godly: For the firſt moti- 


ons to ſume, are rather the actions ofthe euill ſpirit, tempting vs to euillʒ 
| then 
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then of aman, in whoſe minde they are before he is aware of them; and 
who aſſoone as he beginneth to marke them, diſliketh them and chaſerh 
them thence : and howe can he carry a right opinion of the mild goodnes 


of God, that thinketh him ſo haſtie with his fraile creature man, as to pu- 


niſh him eternally for ſuch a thought, as is thruſt into his minde at yna. 
wares, and may come vpon him 1 ſleepe, went he neuer ſo well difpo. 
ſed to bed? Se more of this in the queſtion of originall ſume. To his tea- 
ſons to the contrary I anſwere tothe firſt, that luſt with conſent is not ex. 

reſly forbid in the former commandement;, but the act ofadultery and 

caling : yet, it might well haue beene reduced vnto therm, as it is in theo- 
ther commandements. Neuertheleſſe, becauſe our frailty is more prone 
to the wicked luſt of concupiſcence, and deſire of our neighbours goodey 
it pleaſed God for the better bridling of them, to giue vs particuler pre- 
ceptes againſt them; ſpecially conſidering, that it was alſo very hard, by 
the dimume light of our darkened reaſon, to diſcerne them to be ſuch capi- 
tall ſinnes. And whereas he ſaith, that the Philoſophers knewethe inward 
conſent of our mind, without any exceriour actes to be mortall ſume : I 
talce him to ſpeake at randome, and more then he can proue. Sure it is, 
that many learned Iewes, who ſhould knowe more then Philoſophers, 


Cap.g.28. knewe not ſo much: as may be gathered out of S. Mathewe, and out of lo- 


docti inc and muentious, doth croſſe and make void the commandements 


ſep bas lib. 12. Antig. cap. 13. and Dauid K imby vpon the 66. Pſalme vey. 15. 


Laſtly (faith M. PER.) the wordes of theſecond Commandement (and ſbe we 
mercy vntothouſandes on them that loue me, and kgepe my Commandements) o- 
uert hroweth all humane me rut i. For if the reward be giuen of mercy to them that 
keepe the lawe, it is not giuen for the merit of the worke done. 

Anſw. Either ſunple was this mans judgement ſometimes, or elſe moſt 
peruerſſy bent to deceiue the ſumple. For God ſpeaketh there, neither of 
the reward that is rendred in heauen for. good workes , neithet of any re- 
ward at all, that is rendred vnto the perſon himſelfe that keepeth Gods 
commandements:butofa ſuperaboundant fauour, that God of his bounty 
will ſhewe vnto thouſandes of others, for one maus ſake that loueth him 
and keepeth his commandements: therefore very peuiſhly doth he drawe 
hence any thing againſt merits. | 


And to beginne here where M. P ER. leaueth, to ſhewe howe their new 
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of God. Firſt in that, that he promiſeth mercy and fanonr vnto 2 
ol, 


ones ſake, that kgepeth bis Commandements, we gather: that God inregar 
his Saints (whoſo holily obſerued his Commandements)doth graunt vn- 
to vs many fauours and graces : alſo, that the ſatis faction of one may ſerue for 
another; Gr elſe God would not puniſh children vnto the third and fourth 
generation, forthe offence of their great —— , vnleſle their pu- 
niſhment ſerued to ſatis fie for their anceſtors offence : hence alſo we ga- 
ther, that ſome men doe keepe Gods Commandements , otherwiſe God did! in 
vaine promiſe to fauour thouſandes for their ſakes that kept the Com- 
mandements, if he knewe well that there ſhould be none ſuch . Therefore 
molt vngodly is that poſition ofthe ProteFtantes , that it is impoſſible to kgepe 
the Commandements : and which alone ouerthroweth all the tenne Com- 
mandements. For as all men ſkilfull in the true nature of lawes doe hold: 
there can be no juli lawe, that ij impoſſible to be kept , by the greater part of them to 
whome the lawe it gineny becauſe lawes are both to direct our actions, and 
doe alſo bind every man to obſerue chem. Nowe what reaſonable lawe- 
maker will beate his braine to direct a man to doe that, which he knoweth 
before hand, not to lie in the mans power to doe? and as tyrannical ſhould 
he be eſteemed, that would bind a man vnder a great penalty, to doe that 
which he knewe to be impoſſible for him to doe. Which two points S. 
82 doth in one ſentence confirme, ſay ing; in ho doth not crie out that Oe fid ct. 
it u folly to giue bim Commandements , in whoſe po wer it is not to performe them ? Aſanic b. 
and who dot h not ſay that it is vnjuit , to condemne bim ſor not doing jult thinges, ; 4. g- 
when be could not doe them The Proteſtantes therefore affirming the Com- 
mandements not to be poſſible to be performed, doe makethem no lawes 
at all; and ſo they atone blow, doe beate downeal the tenne Commande- 
ments. But let vs come to the particulers. 
1. The firſt Commandement , as it forbiddeth vs to worſhip falſe Gods : ſo 
doth it alſo include a commandement to worſhippe a right the only true 
God, which is done principally by Faith, Hope, Charity and Religion, The 
Proteſtants by their peruerting of many articles of our beliefe = hath bin 
ſhewed)haue loſt the true faith, and by their newe certainety of faith, leaue 
no place for hope: for they are paſt hope of ſaluation, that make them - 
ſelues ſo fared of it as they doe. And as for charity which S. Iohn defineth x. Fpift.g. 
to be the keeping of Gods Commandements , they muſt needes confeſſe them- ye, 3. 
ſelues robefarre from it, which hold that to be impoſſible : and with the 
principallpartof true religion (which conſiſteth in offering a true, reall, 
and externall ſacrifice vnto God, as in that queſtion hath beene proucd) 
they are at vtter defiance. 
2. Touching the ſecond Commandement after our account; as God is ho- 
Cc j. noured

ve. 13. 


— vnto hum of Godly and religious duties, whichthe Prophet Dau 
P/al. 75. ſignifieth, when he ſaith: vowe ye , and render your vo wei vnto the Lord your 
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noured by ſwearing in juſtice, judgement, and truth: ſo is he alſo by vowei 


God. Here- vpon many Catholikes haue, and doe continually vowe 

tuall pouerty, chaſtity, and obedience , the more fully and freely to ſerue 
God; which holy vowes the Preteſlantes diſalowe wholy : neither doe 
they allowe of any other vowes, for ought I haue heard: they doe there. 
fore diminiſhthe ſeruice of God, and pare away a part of that which is re- 
duced to the ſecond Commandement. 

And whereas in the third we are commanded to keepe holy the & 
baoth day, which is principally performed by hearing (attentiuely and 
d euoutly) that diuine ſeruice, which was inſtituted by Chriſt, and deliue. 
red by his Apoſtles, whichis the holy Maſſe : they may not abide it, but 
ſerue God after the inuẽtion of their owne braines, with a mingle-mangle 


of ſome old, ſome newe, odly patched together. 


4 In the fourth we are commanded to obey our Princes, as well as our 
parents, and all other our Gouernours in all lav full matters: yet the In- 
teſtantes holdgthat our Princes lawes doe not bund vs in conſcience. 

5. The fift Commandement, teacheth that no man be killed by priuate au- 
thority : yet rote ft autes hold it lawtull to take armes, euen againſt their 
lav full Princes for the aduancement of their Goſpell, and haue in that 
quarrell killed, and cauſed to be killed, millions in Germany ,. France, Flau- 
ders , and Scotland. 

6. The ſixt forbiddeth adultery , which is allowed of by Proteſſant in ſome 
caſe. For they permit one party after diuorcement ro marry againe, the 
other yet liuing; whereas our Sauiour faith : ¶boſocuer dimiſſeth bis wife 
and marrieth another committeth adultexꝝ vpon her. And if the wife dimiſſe ber 
Þuſband and marry another, ſhe committeth adultery. Moreouer, inceit1s alſo 
forbidden inthis Commandement; nowe by the Canons of the Cat bolilę 
Church, and the authority ofthe ancient F —— it is inceft for one Coſen 
gernnine to marry with another: — is it not ſeldome practiſed; yea, it is 
generally allowed of inthe Church of England. 

7. Theſeauemb Commandement, condemneth with theft, vſury,& al with- 
holding of our neighbours goodes, which was gotten vnlawfully : yet 
Proteſtantcs commonly make no conſcience to taketenneinthe hundreth, 
which1splaine vſury; and as for reſtitution of cuill gotten goodes, itis 
cleane out of faſhion among them. 

8. Theeight probibiteth vs to bare falſe wirneſſe againſt our neighbour: 
and yer doe Miniſters (tlie maſter Proteſtants) in their pulpit (here truth 
ihould only be taught) moſt conunonhy beare ſuch tile wirneſſe againſt 

; ” Catholiket, 
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Catholikes , that the very ſtones may beaſtoniſhed at their moſt impudent 
ſlanders, to wit: that Papiits beleeue in ſtockes and (tones : that they will 
not be ſaued by Chriſt and his paſſion, but by their one workes : that 
they robbe God of his honour, and giue it to Saints; and a hundreth ſuch 
like moſt notorious and palpable lies. Wherefore as they Preachers be 
ily of bearing falſe w irneſſe: ſo the auditors deſerue to be ſeduced by 
them, who hearing them to lie ſo ſhameleſly in ſomerhunges , will neuer. 
theleſſe beleeue them in others. 
9. and 10. Of the niutb aud tenth. I haue ſpolcen already wherein they erre 
grieuouſly, in teaching every man to ſinne damnably, by hauing any cull 
motion caſt into his minde by the Diuell, albeit he reſiſteth it preſently, 
and forthwith chaſe it away. In which conflict & ouercommng ot tem 
tation, the grace and power of God is perfited as S. Paul witneſleth : and 
S. James calleth the allurement of concupiſcence temptation only; and then 
firſt inne when it conctiueth (that is) getteth ſome liking of the party. 
Nowe to conclude this paſſage, if ou pleaſe to heare to what height of 
perfect obſeruance of the Commandements, the Euangelicall preachers 
haue brought their followers in Germany vnto, by teaching the Comande- 
ments to be impoſſible, and that only faith juſtifieth, & that good workes 
haue no — in heauen, and ſuch like; lacobus Andreas a tamous Lutheran 


ſhall enforme you, who writeth thus. That the whole world may ſee theſe men De Pla- 
alienated from the Papacy, and to put no coufidence in werkes ʒ therefore they doe nets, 


no 2904 worke at all. In ſtead of faſting , they feaſt and are drunkenday and night: 
in lieu of Almes, they oppreſſe & pilthe poore : they haue changed praying into cur- 
ſing & blaſpheming the name of God ſa prophanely z that no Turkes nor Saracens 
commit the like impiety againſt Chriſt : for humility,tbere raigneth pride, diſdaine, 
cruelty, and riotte in apparell, &'c. and much more to the ſame purpoſe. And 
tharthis truth may be cofirmed by the reſtumony of two ſound watneſles 
Muſculns a man of no ſmall account among them, thus reporteth of his 


Brethereninthe Lord. Such nowe «dies is the condition of the Lutherans, Oe pra- 
that if any manliit to bebold a great number of Ruawes, robbers,malitions perſons, þbetia 
Coſeners , vſurers , and ſuch likedeceiners , let him but enter into a City where the Chxiſti. 


Goipell is taught , and there be ſhall find good ſtore of them : and a litle after, 
Suxely it is true, that among Heathens, Iewes, Turkes ; and other Infidels, 
none can be fund more vuruly , and that leſſe eſteeme of boneitie and vertue, then 
the Fuangelic all Bretheren with whome all thinges paſſe currant , and nothing 
almolt is blamed (except vertue:) For the Dinell bath ſhaken of all their bandes, 
and turned them looſe. Having done wich the Creede and tenne Com- 

mandements, we muſt nowe cometoour Lordes praier. 
Maſter PR. begirmeth with it thus. The Lordes praier is «moſt abſolute 
Cc jj. forme 
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forme of prayer: nowe in this we are taught to dirett our prayers to God alone, Our 
faber, &c. and that only in the name and mediation of Chriſt z for Cod is our fa- 
ther only by Chriſt: therefore to vſe any mediation of Saunts is needeleſſe . 

Anſ. Weallowe our Lordes praier to be a molt perfect forme of praier: 
yet hold that many other ſort of praiers may be made vnto God very ac- 
ceptably , as ſundry other praiers vſed by Chriſt & ſet dow ne inthe Gol. 
pel doeteach vs: and therefore to argue that becauſe one praier of Chriſts 
making is directed to God, that no other may be made to any Saint, is ve. 
ry childiCh We gather praierto Saints our of S. Paules req ueſting the 
Remans and Corinthians , and others to pray for him: and out ofthe media. 
tion of the woman of Cananca to Chriſt for her daughter: and the Diſci. 
ples ſpeaking to Chriſt for her; with ſuch like both out of the old and 
newe Teſtament. For if it had beene either needleſſe or booteleſſe, to 
haue praied vnto God any otherwiſe, then in the name and by the media. 
tion of Chriſt; then S. Paul would not haue requeſted the helpe of mor. 
tall mens praiers to God for him: and if poore ſinners praiers may helpe 
vs, much more may the interceſſion ot the glorious Saints doe, M hoare in 

farre greater fauour with God: See the queſtion of interceſſion of Saints 
Againe, ifthat only forme of prater were to be vſed, neither were it law- 
full to pray to Chriſt himſelfe; neither could it be proued thereby, that 
| we ſhould pray in Chriſtes name. For there is no expreſſe mentionof 
i Chriſtes name; neither any petition for Chriſtes ſake. For God may be 
truly called our father , in that he inunediately createth and giueth vs our 
ſoules, which is more then our bodies, that we receiue from our carnall 
fathers. 

Secondly , he hoppethto the ſourth petition. Gize vs our daylie bread: 

in which wor des we acknowledge (ſaith he) that euety morſel of bread us the meer 
gift of God: what madneſſe then is it for vs to thinks that we ſhould merit the king- 
dome of heauen , that cannot merit ſo much as bread ? It is falſe that we cannot 
MHath.1c. merit our bread : For Chriſtteacheth,that he who goeth to preach the Goiþell, 
verſ. 11. # worthy of , that is: meritcthand deſerueth bis meate z which S. Paul teſti- 
1. Cor. 9. fieth, ſaying : that our Lord ordained , that thoſe who preach the Goſt ell ſhould 
verſe 14. line rfthe Gorpcll. And doe not day labourers deſeruetheir bread , before 
'F they cate itꝰ and others that buy their bread, doe I hope deſerue ir. What 
ignorancethen it it, in the very principles of our faith, to auouchthat we 
cannot merit bread ? which notwithſtanding we pray God to giue vsz 
becauſe, neither could we deſerue and yerne it, without his helpe and aſ- 
ſiſtance; neither would it doe vs an good without his bleſſing. 
' Thirdly, inthe next petition: Forgine vs cur debtes ; fo wer opinions of the 
Roman religion (ſaich hie) are direttly auertbrowue. What * at one 
lowe! 
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blowe ! whata Hercule haue we here 2 let vs heare which . The firſt is bu- 
mane ſatisfattion : for the child of God is taught bereto pray forthe pardon of bis 
ſinnesʒ now to pray for pardon and to make ſatisfattion be contrary . 

Anſw. This is a ſillie ouerthrowe: for it is ſo farre of, that praier and ſa- 
tis faction are contraries, that praier it ſelfe is one ofthe three workes of ſa- 
tisfaction: Faſting , Praying , and giuing of Almeſſe are not contrary, but 


the very workes of ſatisfaction. And our Lovdes praier is eſteemed by S. Lib. 1. de 
Auguftine (who is aſſoone to be beleeued as. M. Pzr x195) ſufficient of it Simbols. 
ſelfe, to ſatisfie for the light day lie offences that juſt men fall into: beſides c. G. in 
Chriſt himſelfe praied for pardon of theſe mortall ſinnes, for which not- Enchir. 
withſtanding Gods juſtice was fully ſatisfied by Chriſt his ſufferings <p. 69. 


wherefore ſatisfaction and to ſue for pardon, are not ſo contrary, butthey 
may well ſtand together. 

Nowe tothe ſecond downefall : merits are here alſo onerthrowne . For we 
acknowleige our ſelues debters , and we daylie increaſe our debts : nowe it is mad- 
weſſe to thinks that they, who d lie increaſe their debts , can deſerue or purchaſe 
any good of the creditors, in a word, this muſt be thought vpon, &c. 

And good reaſon too. Fultthen I anſwere, that vemal ſinnes and ſmal 
debts that juſt men day lie incurre, doe not hinder the daylie merit of their 
other good workes. As a ſeruant hired by the day, by committing ſome 
{mall fault, doth not thereby looſe his daies wages: againe, though he 
ſhould commit ſuch a fault, that might make him vnworthy of his daies 
hire; yet, if his Maſter did forgiue him that fault, his wages were notwith- 
ſtanding due to him: and ſo the aſking pardon for our finnes dothi not 
ouerthrowe, but rather eſtabliſh and fortifie our merits. 

The third opinion imagined to be confuted by this petition, is: that 
temporall puniſhment may be retained after the crime it 14.5 and the eternall is 
remitted : but this cannot ſtand (ſaith he.) For we owe to Godobedience , and for 
the defett of this paiment , we owe to God the forfeit ure of paniſhment . Sinne then 
i called our debt, in reſpett of the puniſhment: And therefore when we pray for par- 
don of our ſinnes, we require not only the fault tobe pardoned, hut the whole puni ſb- 
ment z and when debt is pardoned, it is abſurd to thinks that the leaſt paiment 
ſhould remaine . 

Anſw. Here is a moſt abſurd collection: For when we in our Lordes 
praier craue pardon of our debts, we confeſſe that we are in his debt, and 
that there is paiment of puniſhment yet due vnto vs, the remiſſion where. 
of we then require: nowethis praier is inade by the beſt men after their 
conuerſion (as he confeſſeth) ho ſtanding in Gods fauour, and there- 
fore free from cternall puniſhment, doe notwithſtanding craue pardon 
and releaſe of ſome puwſhment, by M. PrxxINs one interpretation: 
Cc 1, Where» 
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Whereuponit followeth moſt euidently ourof this petition , that after s. 
ternall puniſhmentis forgiven vnto the juſt, there is ſome vere Fen 
ment remaining, of which they craue pardon and conſequently this opi 
nion of ours is by this very petition and M. PER. one expolition of 
much ſtrengthned and confirmed, and nothing at all weakened. 

The fourth point of our doctrine hence impugned by M. PER. is: th 
«man in this liſe may fulfill the lawe . Whereas in this place cuery ſeruant of God 
is tang ht to aſke dayiic pardon for the breach of the lawe: anſwere is made, that 
our daylie ſinnes are vemall, and not againſt the la e, though beſides the lawe : but 
this which they ſay, & againſt thu petur0n : for a debt that commeth by forfeiture, 
is again il che bandor obligation, Nowe euer fume is a deli cauſing the for feiture 
of puniſhment, and therefore us mot be ſide, but a; ainit the lawe. 

Anj. I graunt that euery ſinne is a debt, cauſing the forfeiture of puniſh. 
ment; but this puniſhment may be imall & ſhoit, and ſo the ſinne vemall, 
& the debt not againſt the lawe directly, yet ag unſt the band of ſome mo- 
rall duty: as the miſpending of tune, vimg of ſome idle wordes, and the 
committing of ſuch like light ſaults, which i am bound in reaſon to auoidʒ 
but not by any preſcript laue directly. And thus in tine we ſee, how fouly 
M. PR R. was miſtaken, that thought to ouerthrow fower points otour do- 
ctrinoat a clap, when not ſo muchas one is thereby any hit at all ſtirred. 

He ſaith further, In this clauſe (as we forgiue our debters) it is taken for 
graunt ed. that we may certainely knowe that we repent and belecue, and are rec on- 
ciled by God, which all Roman Catholikes denie. 

Anſw. Nothing leſſe, becauſe much more is required tothe one,thento 
the other. For it is farre eaſier to diſcerne, whether I doe yet beare any euil 
will to my neighbour, then to knowe aſluredly, that I doe hartily repent 
me of almy finnes, and that for the loue of God; and further that — 
a firme purpoſe not to commit hereafter , any kind of mortall ſinne: theſe 
thinges (as every one may plaincly ſee) are farre more diſſicult, then the 
otlier of forgiuing them that treſpaſſe againſt vs. 

In the laſt wordes : and lead vs not into temptation, we pray not (faith he) 


Tſal. 26. that God ſhould f, ee Vs from temptation , for it is other whiles good to be tempted: 


ver. 1.

but that we be not left ynto the malice of Satan, and held captiue of the temptation: 
or here te be led into temptation , and to be delincred, are oppoſed. Nowe hence 1 
guber, that be who is the child of God truly juſtified and ſantified, ſhall ueuer fall 
holy and finally f om the grace of God; and I conclude on this manner. That 
. whichwe aſ ke according to the will of God, ſhall be graunted : but this 
the child of God eth, that be might neuer be wholy forſaken of bu father, and 
led captine into temptation : this therefore ſhall be graunted. 
Anſw. If this argument were ſound, neuer ſhould any Chriſtian = 
{aur 
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ſaith our re daf fall finally and be damned; becauſe they all make 


this petition, and that according to the will of God, who would haue all men 1. T n. 2. 
ſaned. Many thingesthen beſides ſaying our Lordes pr er, are required to verſ. 4 


faluation, for want of which many that haue often ſaid that praier fall fi- 
nally . Againe, he miſtaketh the true ſence of that petition : for therein 
we doe not aſke that we commue not in ſinne, which we aſked in the 
former petition ( forgine vs our treſpaſſes) but we pray that we be not ouer- 
come by the Deuill, by yeelding our conſent to the temptation, and ſo 
fall into ſinne. Laſtly, he forgetteth himſelfe much when he ſaith, that it 
is good to be tempted: for he holdeth for certaine, chat the very firſt motions 
to ſume in vs (Which is the beginning of the temptation) are mortal ſimes 
and ſo by himſelfe, it is good to fall into mortall finne, if it be good we 
ſhould be temptod. 

Finally (he (ah) this clauſe (Amen) ſegnifieth a ſpeciall faith concerning all 
the former petitions , that they ſhall be graunted, and therefore a ſpeciall faitb 
concerning remiſſion 0 f ſinnet. 

Anſw. It ſignifietha ſpeciall hope and confidence to obtaine them, but 
no certaincty of faith, vnleſle vpon a condition which is vncertaine: that 
is, if we doe our partes, God will not faile of his; if we doe lurtily repent 
vs, and vſe the Sacrament of Penance duly, we ſhall aſſuredly obtaine re- 
miſſion of our finnes. Hitherto M. P xx. hath argued againſt vs out of 
the Lordes praier: nowe I will briefly ſhewe howe the Proteftantes do- 
ctrine contrarieth it. 

haue mmy anſwereto his objections, touched ſome points already: 
Iadde, that one poſition of their doctrine croſſeth three of the firſt petiti- 
ons, I proue itthus: In euery petition we mult be aſſured (as M. Pex. hol- 
deth) or at the leaſt haue a good hope to obtaine that e pray for, or elſe ic 
booteth vs not to pray: but —.— to the — doctrine no man 
canbe aſſured, nay can haue any hope to obtaine the three firſt petitions: 
for if originall finne doe continually dwell in vs, and infec tall our actions 
with deadly ſume as they teach; Gods name cannot be ſauttified in vs, that are 
infected with ſuch an vncleane leproſie: neither ſecondly, can God raigne 
44 King in vs, if ſume poſſeſſe & command all our members: and thirdly, 
Gods wil cannot be done by vs on earth as it is done in he auen, if we cannot kee 
his law es and commandements, u hich they in heauen doe: wherefore & 
Preteftantes haue no aſſurauce to obtaine the three firſt petitions, who are 
by their teachers aſſured, that they are not to be expected or hoped for: 
nor they cannot (according totheir om ue rules) fi om their hart make the 
ſud petitions, being aut of all hope to obtaine them. 

Aue fourth, we af ke aſwell to be made partakers of Chriſtes 1

ſuch bread a paſſeth into our body, but it in the bread of eternal life that vpholderh 
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body inthe Sacrament, whichis the food of our ſoules: as for our day » Þ 
corporal ſuſtemance. For ſo doe the ancient Fathers expound that peri. 
tion: as namely S. Ciprian in oratione Dominica: S. Hicreme in 6. Matheas: | 
S. Ambroſe li. 5. de Sacrament. c. 4. where he hatli theſe memorable wordes * | 
of the bleſſed Sacrament : that before the wordes of Chriit it was bread , but . 
ter it u the body of Chriſt . Why ther. (faith he) & it called here bread * he anſwe. 
reth, that it is called bread not ſamply , but ſuperſubſtantiall bread , For ſo doth 
the grecke word Epibumon ſignifie, as well as day lie: ) itis (faith he) a 


the ſubſtance of our ſ« oules . Nowe you may be well aſſured, that Proteflantes 
who will not belecuc any ſuch bodily preſence, doe not pray to God to 
giue itthem. | 
And touching forgineneſſe of their debts to God, and ſimmes; they are ſo 
aſſured of that before hand, by the certainery of their ne faith, that they 
can no more requeſt of God forgiueneſſe of their ſimmes, then they can 
aſke, that God will make them reaſonable creatures, whichthey ſee that 
he hath done already. And they holding the fu ſt motions to euil in temp. 
tation, to be mortall ſinnes, x hich no mortall man ordinarily can nowea. 
void; howe can they pray God not to ſuffer them to be lead into temptation, 
when they teach it to be impoſſible to eſca * the venime of it? And if they 
vnderſtand it ſo, as M. Pzr x1xs teacheth : to wit, that they there pray, uot 
to be left tothe malice of Satan, they cannot without loſſe of the cert ainety of theit 
faithpray ſoz becauſe they hold themſelues aſſured ofthat before hand. 
Neither can they pray God generally to deliver them from all exill , affir« 
ming as they doe, that we mu needes fall into mortall ſinne at euery ſt 
almoſt, which is the greateſt of all other euill. And finally, ifit belong to 
God to deliuer vs from ſinne, aid all other euillʒ then Caluin and his followers 
doe wickedly blaſpheame, who teach God to be the authour and worker 
in vs, of all errour, ſine, and wickednes. Thus much of the Pater noſter 
Nowe before I come to the Sacramenti. I may not omit to ſpeakea word 
of the Aue Maria, v luch in old Catechiſmes ſolloweth immediately aſter 
the Paternofter. The Proteſtantes haue caſſierd it, and may notabide to 
heare it once ſaid; but therein, as much as in any other ſuchi matter, they 
diſgrace their doctrine and diſcredite themſelues. For all the wordes v. 
ſed of old therein, are the very wordes of the holy Ghoſt, regiſtred in 
S. Lukes Goſpell; and therefore they bewray either great ignorance, ora 
wicked ſpirit to dwell inthem, that cannot indure to heare the wordes of 
Gods ſpirit. Beſides, in holy Scripture it is propheſied, that from bence- 
forth all generations ſhould call the Virgin Mary _ In what tearmes 
chen can we more conueniently ſo cal her, then in the very ſame that were

were. He beganne to ſet done the inſtitution of the Sacrament 
out of S. Paul, 1. Cor. r. here he leapeth baclce to S. Mathewe, becauſe 
he frteth him better intchis point: to vvhome f anſwere, that Chriſt chere 
le only vnto his tw elue Apaſtles, vvho vvere atterward to admnuſter 
at holy Sacrament to others; and ſo ſome tlung there. about is ſpoken 
to them, vvhich may not be extended vnrolayanen, but vnto Prieſtes 
only ; who were to ſuectedthe Apoſtles intharminiſtery . All men doe 
confellethelevvordes': hoc facite, dee yethu: that is, adminiſter ye this 
Sacrament, to be ſpolcen only tothe Apoſtles, and in them to all ofthe 
Clergie alone: euen ſo,'drinke ye al of th, was in lie manner ſpoken vnto 
themouly as. Clergie men; and therefore it is a commandement only to 
Pie ſtes ſo to doe: and as for others, they may either drinlee of it, or not 
drinke of at, as it ſhall be thought moſt expedient by their ſupreame Pa- 
ſtors; and this may be —. out of thoſe very wordes, drinks ye al of 
ths. For why ſhould the Apoſtles haue a ſpeciall charge moretodrinke of 
that cuppe, then to cate ofthar faode ? vales it were to ſigniſie, that where. 
as all men ſhould be bound to receiue Chriſtes body: they ſhould be fur- 
cher bound to receiue that holy cuppe alſo; from whuch bond other men 
ſhould ſtand free. But to come to the purpoſe, when they quartell with 
vs for taking away from the people one kinde of the Sacrament : we anſ- 
were, that vve doe them no hinderance thereby ʒ becauſe vve giue them 
boch the bleſſod body & ſacred bloud of Chriſt together vnder one kind: 
yea, whole Chriſt, 2 God and man; becauſe they be foynited that 
they cannot be ſeparated. But what can they anſwere, When we complaine 
vponthem, for that they haue defrauded the poore people, of boch body 
and bloud of Chtiſt, and in lieu of that moſt pretious banquet, doe giue 
thema coldbreake.faſt, of «morſe! of bread & 4 Jap e of wine ? chis is a moſt 
miſerable & lamentable exchange 1ndeede : our bleſſed Lord giue them 
— to ſee t, & deliuer them ſpeedily fromit . Here isthe — 
ow the — doe not only bereaue their vnfortunate folo wers of this 
moſt heavenly foode of Chriſtes body: but that they alſodepriue them of 
che manifold & great graces of God. deriued vnto vs ing. other ſacramẽt i:

end with M. Pxx. aſſoone as I haue requited hum, by propounding briefly

I. The ſtate of the newe Teſtament, which is more perfect then the old. c. 
quireth accordingly Sacraments of greater grace and perfection thenthe 
old had: they had Mama, which for ſubſtance and taſte farre paſled our 
bread , and in ſignification was equall to it: Wherefore, either vvemuſſ 
graunt our Sacrament of bread and wine, to be inferiour to theirs of the 
old Teſtament z or elſe acknowledge and coufeſſe it to be the true body and 
blowd of Chriſt, which doth ſurpaſſe theirs exceedingly, as the body doch 
the ſnadowe. This argument is confirmed by our Sauiour — — 
Tobn. 6. in expreſſe tearmes doth preferre the meate , that he was to giue to his Oiſciplen 
v.48.49. before that of Manna, which their Fatbers bad eaten inthe wilderneſſe. 
2. Secondly, Chriſt promiſed to giue to his Diſciples his fleſb to cate, and 
bis bloud to drinkg : and when they maruciled howe that could be, he af 
Lid. v. g ſured them; that vnleſſe they did eate bis fleſh, they ſhould not haue life in them 
and further certified them, that bis fleſh was truly meate , and bis blond truly 
drinks: vvhence it is moſt plainely deduced, that he who neuer failethot 
his promiſe, gaue them his true fleſhto eatdee. | 
Thirdly, Chriſt aid in moſt cleare tearmes'; this is wry body : this is ny 
bloud. What could be more certameor moreperſpicuous 2 
4 Fourthly, Theſe vvordes of the inſtitution are recorded by three E. 
uangeliſts, and by S. Paul: and they al vniformely deliuer it to bo notthe 
figure of Chriſts body, bat lis body; and that his body which ſpeuld be gizen 
for our redemption on the _ ergo, it was that lus true reall body, vvhich 
vvas nailed tothe croſſe for vs. 

Fiftly , S. Paal demanderh thus: the Chalice of benediſtion which we dot 
1.Cor.10. bleſſe , is it not the communication of the bloud of Chriff ? andthe bread that we 
verſ. 16. breaks , is it not the participation of the body of our Lord : if then we doe in 

receiuing the bleſſed Sacrament participate, Chriſtes body, and communica 
bis bloxd , they ſurely are there really preſent. 
6. Againe, S. Paul faith : He that eateth and drmketb vnworthely, eateth and 
1. Cor. 11. drinketh judgement to himſelfe, not diſcerning the body of our Lord: and before, 
verſ. 28. it guilty of the body and bloud of Cbriſt: ergo, the body and bloud of Chriſt 
are there preſent or elſt why ſhould a man incurre thatguilt, but by his 
vnworthy receiuing of it, aud by not diſcerning Chriſtes body to be 
there preſent? 
7. Heſides all theſe plaine textes of holy Scripture in confirmation of the 
reall preſence, the very circumſtances of x doe much fortiſie our faith 
Lace 22. therein. In S. Lake vve haue, that our Sauiour marueillouſly deſired 
verſ. 15. (defederio deſidtraui) to care that this laſt banquet vvith his —

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$. Ibn addeth : tha whertas he loued biitbut wereintberworld , vo the end bet Job. 73. 
honed them : aud knowing that the Fatbergane althingecanto bis bankes, and that v 1. & P, 


be came from:God , and goethto God, &. Wharcoherenee{[fay) with this 
excceding loue and infuvr power of Chriſt, to be ſhewed m his laſt fup- 
il he hath left only bread and vvme to be taken inremembrance of 
bin, 2 any meane man might cafily haue one aa much; and Helias depar- 
ting from his Diſciple Heliſeus : daꝗ much mare vi a more noble 
remembrance of humſelfe behind him, to wit -thivelanke and double Ipirit. 
But Chriſt bequeathing vs his true natural body-ro be the foode of our 
ſoules, and comfort of our hartes as we beleeue &creachyhe then (in deede) 
ſhewed his inſinit power and loue towardes ys, and i bus h came from God, 
and as God beſtowed an ineſtimable gift vpon vs,ſathia one as neuer any 
other did, or could poſſibly do. 1 
Moreover, the inſtitution of a religious rite and ceremony, tobe vſed 
inthe whole Church vnto the worldes end, and to be receiued of all Chri- 
ſtan people ofage and diſcretion, did neceſſarily require that it ſhould be 
done in moſt certaineand eleare teammes ; otherwiſe, there might ariſe 
reat ſtrife and cantentionabout it, and be the ruine of thouſandes. And 
pecially great perſpicuity is required in this holy Sacrament, here the 
nuſtaking of it, — needes breede either Idolatry, if vve vvorſtuppe tor 
Chriſt, that which is not Chriſt: or impiety, if on the other ſide we ſhould 
not giue to it (being Chriſt God and man) diuine honour. Wherefore, 
no good Chriſtian may thinlce, but that our prouident Sauiour Chriſt I r- 
avs, vvho very vvell foreſawe all theſe inconueniences, did deliuer it in 
ſuch tearmes as he would haue to be talen properly, and not be conſtrued 
at mens pleaſures figuratively.” Adde, that he ſpalce thoſe wordes to the 
ewelue Apoſtles only, vvhome he vvas accuſtomed to inſtru plainely, 
and not in parable darkely; and who were wont alſo to af ke for the inter- 
* of obſcure ſpeaches, vvho here made no queſtuon about this

F * a 
Finally , this holy Sacramentisaprmc! ofthe newe Teſtament, 
and one — the chiekeſt legacies by din — vnto vs Chriſtians. 
Nowe what lawe or conſcience will permit , that any legacy ſhould be in- 
terpreted figuratiuely 2 to vvit: that for a houſe, goodes, or landes be- 
queathed and giuen by laſt vvill and teſtament; you ſhould vnderſtand 
a figure of a houſe to be giuen, or the ſignificationand repreſentation of 
ſome goodes or landes.
